He had always been in 
sympathy with any 5 looking to assist - 
ing the oppressed in in resis the 
coercive measures adopted by gland, but it 
was not until the organizacion the Nadonal 
League that he had feit like taking off his coat 
and going to work. The Land League, however, 
had served as an educator, and one of the results 
had beep that the American press and peopie 
had learned that the cause of Ireland was a liv- 
ing issue, and vould not be downed. It had also 
taught England some valuable lessons as to the 
real sit uauon, and that the spirit of the worid 
was against the condiuon of affairs which had 
existed. He defied anyone to show that, under 
the constitutional agitation whioct had gone for- 
ward, any of the recognized leaders had any- 
where codptenanced violence or bioodsd 
thouge it was natural that agitation shoul 
beget bloodshed, as it had done in this country; 
but the Irish people wanted nothing of tue Kiud, 
and would do all they could to avert any guch 
result. What they did want was peace for 
country, and liberty for the 
loved, and he believed that

bringing the peasantsof Ireland to the top, and 
the oppressive aristocrats to the bottom.

Tue charge of lard adulteration preferred 
by Mr. McGeoch against the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Packing Company will be. considered 
by the Directors of the Board of Trade this 
afternoon. This case is one in which every 
consumer of lard has a direct interest, and 
it should not be regarded by the tribunal to 
which it has been referred as a matter 
which solely affects the interests of rival 


‘| speculators. The rules of the Board of 


Trade prescribe what “prime merchant- 
able” lard shall be made from, and these 
rules are the guide which governs the 
inspector in his duties. It is on the pre- 
sumption that the lard product of Chi- 
cago is manufactured in accordance with 
these rules that the consumers at home and 


| abroad purchase it for domestic use. It is 


an article of food the world over, and to de- 
teriorate its quality is a crime against society. 
The charge of fraudulent adulteration has 
been made broadly and fearlesly. The 
complainant claims that he has the scientific 
evidence whereby to substantiate the allega- 
tion. The public will not be satisfied if the 
case be considered by the Board of Directors 
in any half-way manner. The investigauon 
must ‘be a searching and exhaustive one. 
The credit of the city and the 
reputation of an industry in which 
millions of dollars are invested and 
which has done so much to build up 
the commercial splendor of the city demand 
it. No mere legal quibbles on the question 
of the admission or rejection of testimony, 
looking to an advantage on either side, 
should be permitted. All evidence that is at 
all relevant should be unhesitatingly ad- 
mitted, thoroughly sifted and taken at its 
true value. If the charge of adulteration be 
proved, then let the Board of Trade inflict 
the heaviest penalty provided by its charter 
and rules. If it tall to the ground, the de- 
fendants will be like gold come out of the fire.

THE DETROIT FREE-TRADE CONFER- 
ENCE. 


Opposition to the favoritism of the tariff, 
even as revised, is 4a Lost Cause.“ accora- 
ing to the anxious politicians, who can fore 
see only a disruption of their clumsy efforts 
at party harmony if the question of ‘tariff 
slavery once gets into the hands of the pro- 
tection abolitionists. The utterances of the 
Hon. John Sherman, of Ohio, who said the 
other day that the tariff question was the 
fundamental National issue of the time and 
the Free-Trade Conference which has just 
been held at Detroit are only’two out of 
countless straws on the surface of current 
discussion. The tariff subsidy question, as 
far as can be judged from the remarks of 
politicians who are setting their sails to the 
popular breezes and from rift of edi- 
torial remark in our exchanges, is at this 
moment the topic uppermost of all. 

An admirer of the Hon. Thonras Hendricks 
expressed the fervid opinion the other day 
that that straddling statesman’s views on the 
tariff were just “the thing.” When asked 
what they were he finally confessed he 
couldn’t tell, but he felt sure they were all 
right. This is precisely the effect the cun- 
ning fellows who are putting up their light- 
ning rods to catch any Presidential electric- 
ity that may come their way want to pro- 
duce. They wish their followers to be sure 
that their views are of unexampled ortho- 
doxy, but they take precious care to leave 
the dimmest possible impressions in their 
minds as to what their views are. 

The equivocations of the studied political 
utterances of the day make the outspoken 
declarations of the Detroit Free-Trade Con- 
ference ail the more refreshing. The ad- 
dress adopted by the conference is short and 
direct. It denounces the levying of taxes for 
protection in the name of th manufacturer, 
and the farmer, and the workingman, as well 
as the general consumer.“ It calls the pro- 
tectionists monopolists, as they are, and boldly 
and clearly asserts the fundamental doctrine 
which Tue Taipune has so constantly re- 
iterated that the levy of taxes on the public 
for private benefit is unconstitutional. It is 
from this latter position that the anti-protec- 
tionists must make their final and victorious 
onslaught ageinst the monopolists and syn- 
(ficates. The doctrines of the free-trade ad- 
dress, that protection lowers wages and that 
it compels the farmer to sell against the com- 
petition of the world while he must buy of 
those who are shielded by law from thecom- 
petition that might give him lower prices, 
put the subsidy protectionists on the, de- 
fensive in a way exceedingly disadvanta- 
geous to them. 

Another capital point made by the ad- 
dress is, that the laborer has to submit to 
absolute free trade in imported labor while 
his employer is protected against import- 
ea-goods competition. This state of things 
will be endured by the workingmen only so 
long as is required for them to find it out. 
Men who work for wages by the day and the 
week are not as a rule as well informed nor 
as sagacious as those who employ them. 
Their lesser acquiremeuts jn the knowledge 
of affairs are one réasoW/of their being day 
laborers and not employers. They have

VETOING | : JTEMs In

Tne excellent good sense as well as the 
practical results ot the in the New 
York State Constitution by which the Gov- 
ernor has the right to veto or approve any 
item or items of an approptiation bill are 
shown by the way it has been applied to the 
annual bill for supplying deticiences in the 
appropklations. Prior to the time when this 
limited veto was passed this bill had been 
made the venicle for imposing the most e- 
travagant expenditures upon the people. 
Gov. Cornell used his power with great 
judgment and discrimination. The bill of 
1880 was reduced from $1,575,273 to $627,237. 
The next year he struck out $103,000 and last 
year $326,863. By the use of this power he 
saved the people of New York over one mill- 
ion dollars and defeated numerous schemes 
ot corruption and plunder. 

The new Democratic Executive, Gov. 
Cleveland, has already shown that he is dis- 
posed to use the same veto power, and al- 
though the supply bill of she present year is 
not an extravagant one he has weeded it out 
very effectually by reducing it from $626,000 
to $875,704. Some items are thrown out be- 
cause they are excessive, others because they 
belong to the new Board of Claims, others 
because they are for gratuities, otners be- 
cause they are for legislative investigations 
which were unnecessary, and many because 
they have no excuse of any kind. The Times 
says: The most noteworthy objects vetoed 
are those giving $20,000 to the Catholic Pro- 
tectory, paying the counsel fees of Judge 
Westbrook and of the Assemblymen whose 
seats were contested, and providing for the 
circulation in foreign countries of the pre- 
posterous book, The Publie Service of the 
State of New York.’ The reasons given in 
these cases are sound and sufficient.” 

The success of this veto power in New 
York and Pennsylvania, where it is also ex- 
ercised, ought to be a reminder to the people 
of Illinois that they will have a duty to per- 
form when the constitutional amendment 
passed by their Legislature and making 
similar provision comés before them for ap- 
proval. Nothing is so much needed as this 
veto power, ‘which Mayors in Illinois can 
exercise but which has not yet been given to 
the Governor, where itis most needed. Is 
seems to be a settled conviction on the part 
of legislators that they are at perfect liberty 
to squander the public funds and that they 
must not be called to account for it. Witn 
such a wholesome restraint upon them as the 
power of the Governor to veto any item in a 
bill without vetoing the whole bill, less 
money will be thrown away. If, for in- 
stance, they discover that they cannot go 
upon a junketing tour without paying for it 
out of their own pockets they will not be 
likely togo. That any and every Governor 
will execute the power freely there need be 
no doubt, for no act that he can perform will 
receive such enthusiastic support from the 
people at large without regard to party. A 
Governor who will veto Treasury raids need 
not fear any loss of popularity. 

Tue New York Herald of Monday printed 
a number of letters from Oongressmen from 
Arkansas, California, Georgia, Lilinois, Ken-. 
tucky, Louisiana, Maine, Missouri, Missis- 
sippi, Michigan, New York, North Carolina, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, and Texas. The list of letters is so 
short and so deficient thatit supplies no clew 
as to the outcome of the struggle. But 
showing, as it does, that three of the re- 
sponding Congressmen were for Randall as 
an outspoken advocate of protection, and 
seventeen are divided up among Cox, Car- 
lisle, and other free-trade members, it is a 
proof that the tariff issue will be the basis of 
the struggle. Whether the free-trade Demo- 
crats will be able to unite upon & candidate; 
whether one or two of the so-called free 
trade candidates are not in the field for the 
purpose of dividing the free-trade vote; 
whether the position Randall has taken in 
favor of aboiishing the whisky and tobacco 
taxes will not attract to his support 
a large proportion of the Southern 
Democrats who are more interested 
in free whisky and tobacco than in 
the tariff schedule; whether ‘the timorous 
leaders will not throw their influence against 
a broad assertion of revenue-reform—all 
these contingencies can only be determined 
when the struggle shali come. But in the 
meantime itis evident that the tariff spectre 
will not down at the bidding of the astute 
Democratic politicians who wish to be rid of 
it. Mr. Roswell P. Flower, a prominent 
New York ex-Congressman, declared in an in- 
terview published in Tug Tripune of Sun- 
day last that the Democratic policy will be 
to suppress tariff discussions, to await the 
effects of the new law, to lie low, to dodge, 
to squirm, to “trim,” and to shirk their re- 
sponsibility. They may try to do 80, but 
they will not be able to carry out any such 
vrogram.

INTERVIEW WITH A CHINESE OFFICIAL. 

Parts, June 5—The Marquis ‘Tseng, 
Chinese representative at Paris, London, 
and St. Petersburg, who represented China 
at the coronation of the Czar, has been in- 
terviewed at Moscow. He said dipldmatic 
relations between France and China would 
certainly cease if the former operated in 
Tonq without having previously ar- 
ra with China. He said he doubted 
whether the mission to Pekin of Tricou, the 
new French representative, would succeed, 
as he would offer even less -reasona- 
ble terms than were contained in 
the adequate treaty offered by 
Bouree, the retiring representative. It was 
possible, he said, that China would not act 
direetly, but the situation might become 
dangerous, owing to the existence of 4 
Chinese war party; China had decided to 
recognize the treaty of 1862 in regard to 
Cochin China, and even that of 1874, pro- 
vided that France intervened in Tonquin 
affairs solely at the request of China’s vassal, 
the King of Annam. Even if China remained 
neutral France would probably have to make 
her preparations to insure success in Ton- 
quin ten times greater than she seemed to 
anticipate.

CHINA PREPARING FOR WAR, 

SHANGHAI, June 5.—[Speeial Cable. 
War is inevitable uniess France abandons 
her pretensions in Annam. Li Hung Chang, 
who has been severely criticised by 
the Tsung Ia Yamen, or Counell 
of Mandarins, beeause of his conciliatory 
attitude toward France, is now convinced 
that there is no way out of the difficulty 
except by fighting. The Council of Mandar- 
ins has decided to mobilize the Chinese army. 
The greatest activity prevails in the camps 
of instruction at Tehili, Klangnam, and Ho 
Nan, and at the naval arsenals of Shanghai 
and Foo Chow fifty batteries of artillery have 
been equipped to take the field against 
France, and are now concentrated at Tien 
Tsin awaiting transportation to Annam. The 
forts all along the coast of the Gulf of 
Pechele are being strengthened. The fol- 
lowing are the vessels which will, in a 
few days, be fully prepared for active 
service: Two steel-plated corvets, built at 
Stettin after the model ofj[the Sachsen, 
and armed with twelve-inch Krupp guns, 
provided with torpedo apparatus of the 
latest European pattern; two steel cruisers, 
built in England, and armed with Arm- 
strongs and Gatlings; six iron gunboats ot 
English build; six steel gunboats of Eu- 
giish build; four steel torpedo boats, built 
at Stettin; and several gunboats, constructed 
at the Shanghai Arsenal.

** ITS STRENGTH RIDICULED. 

St. Pererspure, June 5.—(Special Cable. | 
—It is always a sinister and ‘disquieting 
omen when the official or inspired organs of 
the leading European capitals begin to com- 
pare the strength of effective forces and 
armaments. Their utterances of this char- 
acter usually mask, if they not 
express a menace, and are accepted as re- 
vealing a willingness to fight without very 
gross provocation. In fact the recurrence of 
periodic wars is seen to be inevitable when 
such vast standing armies are maintained, 
and it is for this reason that so much 
attention is given to the utter- 
ances of journals which are known 
to voice the sentiments of the German, Rus- 
sian, and French Premiers. The semi-offi- 
clal Journal de St. Petersburg ridicules 
the statement recently made by the 
Cologne Gazette in an article en- 
titled “The Military Significance 
of the Central European Alliance,” in which 
it was stated that Germany, Austria, and 
Italy can, without great difficulty, com- 
bine 38,000,000 of troops, and, in case 
of necessity, throw that terrible force 
upon one point, while Russia and France, 
geographically separated from each other, 
ean operate only with divideds force, and 
that the preponderance would be so enor- 
mously upon the side of the tripartite alli- 
ance as to outweigh all the rest 
of Europe combined. The Russian 
organ asks: “If the parties to 
the alliance feel so certain of their strength 
and of their ability to mass their forces, why 
should all of them expend such vast sums 
in strengthening their fortifications on the 
Russian and French frontiers; and 
why should they send out their best 
men and oldest and most experienced 
officers to examine personally strategic 
points ina time of peace, and when thére Is 
no sign of war?” The journal adds, with 
something that might be taken for a sneer, 
that some of these veterans must have 
made uncomfortable discoveries, since Count 
Von Moltke’s trip, “made only for health 
and diversion,” has brought him home un- 
improved; that Prince Bismarck’s nervous 
troubles have increased, and his condition

upon the dairy-farms here. There has been 
an autopsy on another cow, and very con- 
flicting views are expressed as to the nature 
of the ‘disease by the medical-men who took 
part in it. Dr. Townshend, the Health Offi- 
cer of the District, is very emphatic in his 
opinion that the cow died of contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia, and has authorized 
a somewhat sensational statement of his 
opinion to be made public. Dr. 


Salmon, the Veterinarian of the Agricultural 
Department, who. was present at the 
autopsy es a contrary view, butis nut 
prepared to state what, in Eis opinion, the 
exact nature of the disease is until he shall 
have made further experiments. A room has 
been provided at the Agricultural part- 
ment for the scientific work of the investi- 
gation, while a sick cow bas been placed in a 
stable with three well beifers at the experi- 
mental station for the purpose of discover- 
ing whether or not the disease is 
contagious, and although the sick cow 
at ‘present confined in stable, 
as well as the animals that died yesterday, 
were shut up in a tight stable in close prox- 
Imity to the three heaithy heifers, the latter 
have as yet failed te show a single symptom 
of pleuro-pneumonia. most cheering 
feature for the agriculturists is that Dr. Sal- 
mon says that there is at least no immediate 
cause for alarm. The officials of the Agri- 
cultural Department, however, will not at 
present say positively that there is no conta- 
gious pleuro-pneumonia in the District. The 
experiments will de continued until some- 
thing definit is learned. If the heifers at 
present at the experiment station continue to 
remain healthy steers will be secured to test 
Oe. truth of the supposition that the disease 
exists. 


DR. SALMON’S REPORT. 


Dr. Salmon, in order to allay anxiety, es- 
pecially in the West, as to the existence of 
pleuro-pneumonia here, has prepared a pro- 
liminary report, of which the following are 
the essential points: 

I. That we bave no itive evidence of the 
contagiousness of ung~ disease from which 
avery few cows, in widely-separated stabiles, 
have recently suffered. ’ 

2. That the post mortem examination of one 
of these cases proved that it could not have been 
contagious Dieuro-poeu monia. 

3. That all the appearances seen in the lung 
of the cow examined yesterday might have 
been produced by the ordinary non-contagious 
inflam mation of the lungs. 
fu. That there are grave doubts of the few iso- 

ted cases of pneumonia in this section being 
of the contagious form. 

The ques uon is ove of the greatest im nce 
to the country at large, and while It is intea- 
tion uf the Depart tof Agricuiture to thor- 
ougbly investigate matter, a conciusion cau- 
not possibly be reached until a larger number of 
cases have been examined and tne experiments 
now in progress are completed. In the mean- 
time there can be no possible occasion for 
alarm, as there is less disease 
our cattice now than there 
atgmany times in the past. There are no 
new outbreaks of disease and the cattie will be 
more carefuily watched and better measures 
taken to suppress any disease of a contagious 
nature than bas heretofore been possible. in 
our iuvestigations we have been greatly favored 
by the beart — of Dr. Towushend, of 
the District Boa of Health, and we are conse- 

ventiy enabled to make inspections and to en- 

measures of suppression for which this de- 
1 alone has no authority. V

THE OTTMAN CASE, 
WAITING FOR THE REPORT—FURTHER CON- 

SIDERATIONS TOUCHING THE SCANDAL. 

WasuHineton, D. C.. June 5.— [Special.] — 
The Department of Justice is not yet ready 
to give out its report in the Ottman case, al- 
though it would seem, if a new report has 
not to be written, that it would be an easy 
matter to find copyists enough to prepare the 
document. It is now promised for tomor- 
row. From what has been stated at the De- 
partment of Justice as to its probable con- 
tents, it is easy to see that the report will be 
technical. Much stress will be laid upon 
the fact that lawyers, and even the 
Judge before whom the case was tried, 
have expressed the opinion that Ottman 
could not have been convicted if again tried. 
But ove of the lawyers, Gov. Walls, is re- 
ported as having said he thought that, if 


another trial was had, Ottman would re- 


linquish all claim to the money. All the 
statements which Freseee indirectly from 
the Department of Justice so far relate only 
to the criminal suit. No suggestion is made 
that, if the Government had abandoned the 
criminal suit, and retained the money, 

Government had its own money. 
As good lawyers as those who secured the 
compromise say that. if any one connected 
with the robbery had wanted it, the least 
the Department of Justice could have done 
would have been to have retained its legal 
advantage, and have compelled such person 
to have proved property. Noone, of course, 
makes a question that the money was the 
identical money that was stolen from the 
Treasury.

4. The Utah & Nortbern Railway Company is 
entitled to paymeat from the United States for 
its services in carrytug the mails of the United 
States in pursuance of reguiations of the -

This decision finally determines in favor 
of the Union Pacific Rallway Companies ** 
long-pending controversy as to their right t 
receive paynrent in cash for mail transporta-

The Controller says the question as a whole 
applies not only to compensation for mail 
service, but to all other service for the United 
States on unsubsidized roads, and involves 
severaé million dollars. 


CAPT. CALEB. 

A SMUGGLER NOW IN TROUBLE [IN MEXICO. 

Wasninorton, D. C., June 5.—Some time 
ago Capt. George Caleb of the United States 
schooner Adriana -was arrested at La Paz, 
Mex., and tried by the Mexican authorities 
upon a charge of smuggling. He was found 
guilty and sentenced to five years’ impris- 
onment and his ship confiscated. Repre- 
sentative Rosecrans, of California, recently 
wrote to Secretary Frelinghuysen calling at- 
tention to this case, and suggest that it 
was a proper subject for diplomatic inquiry. 
Mr. John Davis, as acting Secretary, made 


the following reply:

June 2.— To the Hon. W. S. Rosecrans—Sir: i 
have the bhovor to reply to letters addressed by 
you to the Secretary in relation to the case of 
Capt. George Caleb, of the schooner Adriana, at 
La Paz, Mexico, The case of Capt. Caleb bas 
had the continued and earnest attention of this 
department since the news of the seizure of the 
Adriana and tne imprisonment of ber crew was 
first.received here, and every effort has been 
made in his behalf through the United States 
legation fn Mexico and the Consulate at La Paz. 
The department has only recently been put in 
possession of the judicial sentences in the case, 
coademuing the Captaia to five years’ imprison- 
meat and the vessel to contiscation. A prima- 
facie case of guilt appears to have been made 
out, but the earnest protests and denials of the 
unfortunate man, and the appsreat severity of 
imposing the maximum sentence in his ease, 
while his alleged Mexican accomplices have 
been allowed to escape, have strongly eniist ed 
the symputbies of the Government in Capt. Ca- 
leb's benaif, and the President has directed that 
a competent officer of the department be dis- 
patched to La Paz with instructions to make a 
full investigation of the case on the spot. 
United States Minister Morgan bas also been 
directed to wateh the proceedings in appeal 
which have been instituted, and to afford Capt. 
Caleb all proper aid ju his defense, employing 
counsel if necessary; adding that the investiga- 
tion at ip Paz wili be conducted by Horatio N. 
Beach. late Consul of the United States at 
Puento Cabello, a competent officer on whose 
impartia!

THE STATISTICAL AGENT’S REPORT.

“Oorn-planting has also beea delayed bailf a 
month later than us and was not yet flaisbed 
the Ist of the month. That pianted early failed 
to sprout, and the stand is generally thin, though 
this may not be the case when the replanting 
sbali begin to show itself. The average 2 
is considerably less thau was intended had the 
weather been seasonabie and the seed better. 
It will not exceed that of last year by more than 
10 per cent. Thea sown in flax this year 
will not amount to more than 80 or 85 per cent of 
last year's crops.

Yesterday morning as soon as daylight ap- 
peared the heads of the various departinents of 
the Barnum show were on hand at the Lake-

The tent is the one used last 
year, and Mr. Barnum bas ordered the new can- 
vas duplicated atonce. The curiosity-seekers 
who came dowa-town in tne afternoon to “ view 
the ruins” were inciined tothink the report 
of the tire was a hoax and one of Baruum's ad- 
us they could see no traces of 


difficulty to overcome was the

They are superior to b'oodhounds for this pur 
pose, being said to never fail in running down 
their man wheu put on the scent. Their only 
weapon for offense and defense is the me- 
rang, apd they are wondruusly expert with it. 
The boomerang is a flat thin piece of bard wood, 
slightly curved,and about three feet in length.

uway from apublic thoroughfare we are not 
aware of any case which holds that guards 
should be constructed for the protection of per- 
sous or animals trespassigg on land.“ 


RAILROADS — CARRYING FREIGHT — CON- 
TRACTS FOR THROUGH FREIGHT. 


Melons were — * from Galveston to Chi- 
cago iu ere cars under an agreement 
that they should be carried to Chicago in the 
same cars. but at the end of the first line the cars 
were broken open, the shipper having retained 
the keys, and the meions were put in cars of the 
connecting line which were less adapted to their 
safe transportation. For the loss of the goods 
which rotted the owner sued the first line and 
recovered a judgment. The company carried 
the case in error—Galveston, Houston & * 
derson Hailroad Company vs. the 
Supreme Court of Texas, where the aw BO 
was affirmed. The Chief Justice, Willie, in the 

opinion, said: “ There is a conflict in the testi- 
mony as to whether or not the plaintiff 1 
with the company that it should be held Hable 
for any damage, and the court charged the jury 
that if they believed that the company was not 
to be liabie beyond its own route it would not be 
responsibie for any damage beyond its terminus 
unless it agreed that the melons should be car- 
ried through in the same cars. It has been 
generally beid that Wert there is no express 
statute forbidding it, a carrier may contract not 
to be liable for damages which not occur 
servants 
oragents. But when he undertakes to carry 
goods, not only on his own route, but over con- 
necting lines or roads, he cannot contract that 
bis responsibilit iT, — a at the end of 
bis own line. ewill be responsible for the 
negligence, not only of bimself and his servants, 
but of the counect lines, they being consid- 
ered nis ts for Carrying out the ticular 

ract. u exemption from liability, except 

folnegiizence. is, however, available when he 
carries forward the consigned to him in 
the manner and by the route with reference to 
which the contract is made. If he deviates from 
his route, or forwards the goods diferent 
conveyances from those contemplated by bis 
agreement. de becomes an insurer of the goods, 
and cannot avail himself of any excepuon made 
in his bebaif in the contract. The con- 
tract to forward the melons in this case 
through from Galveston to Obicago on the cars 
in which they were loaded was an entire con- 
tract. By changing tne cars after they left the 
appellant's road the risk of the safe transporta- 
tion cf the melons was assumed by its agen 
the connecting line where the cbange occurre 
for the company. and it became liable notwith- 
standing the stipulation against be- 
yond its own terminus.” 


MALICIOUS PROSECUTION-—PROBABLE CAUSE. 


A railroad officer and hig company were eued 
in an action for malicious u in caus- 
ing the arrest of a dealer in raliroad 
tickets, whom they charged with altering 
forving a limited excursion ticket. e 
prosecution had failed. In this case the plaintiff 
recovered a judgment, and the defendants car- 
ried the case in error, Thelin vs. Dorsey, to the 
Court of Appeals of Maryland, where the 
judgement was reversed, Judge Irving, in the 
opinion, said: “ The defendant knew the busi- 
ness of the plaintiff, and it was natural for bim 
to suppose t he could not bave sold the ticket 
without seeing what it was in respect to the lim- 
itation. And besides the ticket bore discernible 
marks of the stamp of the limitation. He, there- 
fore, bad reasonable ground for suspicion and 
belief upon which he could act in prosecuting 
the piaintif. He cannot be held accountabie 
for the prosecution, though the plaintiff? was 
innocent of the charge. test of want of 
probable cause is that the defendant must act in 
bad fait The evide that the plaintiff had 
been engaged in deali in fraudulent tickets 
to the knowledge of the defendant was compe- 
tent, because the defendant might bave been 
influenced by such knowledge to suspect guilt 
in the prosecution.”’
